‘Upon looking up this com- 
pany’s address, it showed that they originated in New York 
and now shows an address on School Street in Boston, above 
a parking garage. This address, a high rise, seems unusual 
for this type of company. 

The caller told the resident that chimneys with oil heat 
‘should be cleaned yearly and gas should be done every two 
years. I spoke to a representative of the oil and gas heat 
field and he told me that wood burning chimneys need to be 
_ cleaned every year and for oil, rain will often clear the walls 
ofthe chimney. _ 

For gas heat, he recommended every 4-5 years. It seems 
clear that this company, which begins with an “E”, appears .

Politicians — 
there are 17 mayors buried 
at Mount Wollaston Cem- 
etery and I had to pick a few 


and that wasn’t easy. I took © 


some well-known (James 
McIntyre, Charles. Ross, 
Thomas Burgin) and some 
not so well-known (John 
Miller), They are worth 
looking at.” 

Galvin also included 
some business leaders in- 
cluding the head of Boston 
Gear Works, where he re- 
tired as an executive vice 
president 17 years ago, and 
John R. Graham, a big con- 
tributor to the Quincy boot 
and shoe making industry 
in the 19th century. His 
boots were perhaps the best 
known, well crafted in the 
country — they were sought 
out. by everyone. Graham 
also founded the electric 
trolley system in Quincy, 
too. 

Referring to his research, 
Galvin said, “I had to re- 
search hundreds of people. 
What this all boils down 


_ to is I wanted to pick some 


monuments that are inter- 
esting.

— cemetery enthusiasts — and 
they want to see the artwork 
of the monuments — and the 
Quincy history. 

“There’s 150 years of 
Quincy history in that cem- 
etery. I ‘call it an outdoor 
museum. Every one of those 
stones is a story.” 

While the grave stones 
often show years of birth 
and death, Galvin says his 
research and descriptions 
are all about the dash in be- 
tween those two dates. 

“The dash — that’s were 
the story is. In order to talk 
about people you have to go 
investigate what that dash is. 
You might know that person 
was a mayor but what about 


him? What else did he do?. 


Years ago, mayors served 
only. one year and were 
mainly a figure head with 28 
city councillors. 

“I did a ton of research. 
It’s not so much who’s in 
there it’s who isn’t in there. 
I discarded dozens of people 

-for whatever reason — very 
subjective of course — and 
I didn’t ask for any outside 


opinion. In some cases I’m 


very skimpy on a person’s 
bio. For example, John 
Quincy Adams II. I don’t 
really say very much about 
him. I talk about him being 
_the last resident of the fam- 
ily farm.” 

Galvin has been reluc- 
tant to have his walking 
tours . videotaped. He_ sees 
‘the pamphlet as a way to 
perpetuate the information 
he has acquired through the 
‘years. 

“This is a gift to the citi- 
zens of Quincy,” a fourth 
generation Quincy resident 
and retired Boston Gear 
Works vice president says. 


“I’m a Rotarian and Rota- 
ry’s motto is ‘service above 
self.’ It’s giving back and 
serving the community. — 
“That’s why I do my 
cemetery tours, too. People 
ask me if I get paid to do 
the tours and I tell them I 


‘ wouldn’t take five cents to 
do them. That’s not why you - 


do it. 
“You do it to contribute. 
“The most important 


thing, in my mind, is to get 
people interested in Quincy 
history.”

Adams’ 281st birthday anniversary — and the 50th anni- 


versary of the Presidential wreath tradition — will be held 


_ at United First Parish Church. Among those expected to 


attend is author and historian David McCullough. Mc- 


‘Cullough’s biography “John Adams” won him his second 


Pulitzer Prize, spawned an HBO mini-series and sparked 
meteoric interest in the Second President and his family 
as well as tourism here. 

It’s hard to think of a time when honoring someone 
like John Adams with a statue was. not a slam-dunk in 
this city. 

But it happened — some 56 years ago. 

In 1960, a group of Quincy High School students came 
together to mount a public campaign for a statue for John 
Adams here. At that time, there was no 
such monument for Adams. 

“He was our second President and 
we thought that was: kind of odd that 
there wasn’t a statue for him,” recalls 
Stephen Dunleavy, one of the QHS stu- 
dents who spearheaded the drive back | 
then. “We kept talking about it for a 
month or two and as more kids talked 
about it we thought we should get a campaign together 
and convince everyone that there would be a statue of 
John Adams in Quincy. Later we expanded it to both 
Presidents,” he explained. 

They began to get the word out about their goal and 
to hopefully garner public support for the statue. One of 
their ardent supporters and key advocates turned out to 
be Henry Bosworth, who years later would establish this 
newspaper in 1968. 

“We started writing letters to some area newspapers 
including the Boston Traveler. The Traveler had a South 
Shore bureau headed by Henry Bosworth. He also wrote 
a daily column for the Traveler. The Traveler was an af-

ternoon newspaper that competed directly with The Led- . 
_ger. The Globe really didn’t have anyone Ae the 


South Shore,” Dunleavy says. 
“At the time we were just trying to get the word out 


‘that there should be a statue for John Adams. It seemed 


like a simple thing and everyone would think it was a 
great idea. So, we had gone to the Ledger and to Henry 
and he wrote a number of columns that these kids had 
banded together and it was a good idea and that people 
ought to get behind it. 

“As aresult, state Rep. Joe Brett — a prominent Quincy 
public official who at one time ran for mayor — got be- 
hind it as well as a number of city councillors and even- 
tually the entire school committee voted in support of it. 


That had a lot to do with Henry’s columns. He talked 


about what we wanted to do and we were pretty aggres- 
sive promoting it.” 


One prong in their media blitz was putting up post- ° 


ers in downtown stores with the slogan ~— Should 
Have a Statue for John Adams.” 

“We would call the businesses and we’d get our cheer- 
leaders to pose for photos putting up posters. We’ even 
sent press releases as juniors in high school. This was all 
pre-social media.

“We brought a little mimeograph machine at the old 


_ Barker’s Office Supply store in Quincy Center so that -

“There was a Granite Cutters Union that got involved 
in it. We got a lot of positive reaction to it. We went to a 
city council hearing, went before the school committee, 
and when we got the bill filed we had the school depart- 
ment hire a bus for us to send us to the State House so we 
could appear and testify at the public hearing.” 

About 120-QHS students joined the grass-roots effort; 
about 50 of them went to the State House. - 
_ “We also had a meeting with then Gov. Foster John 
Furcolo who also supported us. A few of us got to sit in 
his chair in his State House office’. seecnsers that bill

Eventually, after a few years the 
opponents were able to get an adverse report-and defeat. 
this in the state Senate. Eventually the study commission 
came out against building the statue in a majority report. 
There was also a minority report. The main objective was 
that statues were out of style and no one was building _ 
statues —— That’s what they said,” Dunleavy -re- 
members. . 

“They also said it would be too costly.” 

The campaign ended when graduation rolled around 
in 1961. Many of the student proponents scattered; some 
off to college, some entered the a: others the work 
force. 

“The pees outlasted us,’ ” Dunleavy says simply. _ 
Looking back, the 1961 QHS graduate considers the 
statue effort one of the most important lessons he learned . 

during his high school days. 

“Tt was a very interesting learning experience for some 
kids who started off at age 15 through 17 thinking this 
was an interesting thing to do and get involved in. We 
testified before the City Council, the School Committee, 
and state legislature so we got involved in city govern- 
ment. It_wasn’t one of those one-day field trips that you 
go and see how government operates. 

“We were involved in a fight that also got covered na- 
tionally,” Dunleavy notes. “There were some AP stories 
about it. There were editorials about it. The Boston Herald 
and Herald Traveler supported us but the Ledger eventu-

Calzone With Ravioli Filling 


By MARIE 
Last week before our yearly trip to Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard I wanted to bring something 


we could all enjoy once we arrived, so I - 


chose to make individual calzones so they 
would be easy to serve either room temper- 
ature or warmed up in the oven. 

Those who were really hungry ate theirs 
room temperature, while others waited 
to eat them warm from the oven. I used 4 
delicious ricotta and spinach filling - the 
same as you would use in raviolis or stuffed 

‘shells. This filling is so tasty in ravioli and 
stuffed shells I thought it would be equally 
tasty in a calzone — and it was! I purchased 
the dough at the market and separated it in 
small round pieces as if making a turnover. 

The following recipe made 10 individual 
calzones. As you can see by the photograph 
I made some in the shape of a turnover and 
some like a cannoli. 


2 pounds of dough ~- purchased at the 
market 

1 pound of Ricotta 

1 package of frozen chopped spinach, 
thawed, cooked and drained. 


2 to 3 tablespoons of grated cheese - Par- 
mesan or Romano 

Salt and peppertotaste 

pie = ae i a age alaneel 

1 egg for the egg wash 


Directions — Preheat oven to 375 degrees 


Once spinach is cooled place in a bowl, 
add ricotta and beat well. Add grated cheese 
and fresh parsley and mix until well blend- 
ed. (Just a note, sometimes when you-are 
making a filling such as this one for in- 
stance when stuffing a shell or manicotti 
you would add an egg to the ricotta, but in 
this filling I didn’t use the egg.) 

Roll out each piece of dough to a 4 to 5 
inch round circle. Shape some of the cal- 
zones like a turnover and some like a can- 
noli. 

Place mixture in the middle of each 


round arid spread on dough. Turn the dough | 


over and seal with a fork. Then pierce tops 
of each one so air will escape. 

When all finished put them on a cook- 
ie sheet with parchment pee or sprinkle 
cookie sheet with corn meal. 

Beat the egg for egg wash and with a 
brush cover each calzone with the egg wash. 
Bake in 375 or 400- degree oven for about 
20 minutes or until golden brown on top. 

Remove from cookie sheet, cool and 
store in tightly covered Tupperware.

or a medical issue, or could 
be. associated with safety 
hazards in the home or com- 
munity. 


Experts have linked a 


number of pérsonal risk fac- 


. tors to falling. Muscle weak- 
_ ~hess, particularly in the legs, 


is one of the most significant 
factors. Seniors with weak 
muscles are more inclined to 
fall than are those who main- 
tain their muscle strength, as 


well as their flexibility and 


endurance. 
Your balance and your 


gait are other. crucial ele- 


ments: Older adults. who 


_ have poor balance or diffi- 


culty walking are more like- 


“ly to fall: These problems 
may be the result of'a lack 


of ‘exercise, a’ neurologi- 
‘cal cause, arthritis, or Other 
medical disorders and their 
treatments. Keep in mind

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sion can also increase your 
risk. One reason is that your 


- eyes may need time to ad- 
just and see clearly when 


you transition between light 
and darkness. Other vision 
problems contributing to 
falls include poor depth per- 
ception, cataracts, and glau- 
coma. Wearing multi-focal 
glasses while walking or 
having inadequate lighting 
around your home can also 
lead to falls.. 

Certain medications can 
intensify a person’s risk of 
falling because they may 
trigger side effects like diz- 
ziness' or confusion.

Many falls could be 
prevented by making mod- 
est changes in your living 
space, as well as personal 
and lifestyle adjustments. A 
significant step toward this 
is to remove anything that 
could cause you to trip or 
slip while walking. 

Clutter, small furniture, 
pet bowls, electrical or 
phone cords, or other items 


can cause you to fall. Slip- 
ping on rugs or slick floors 
can also be an issue. Arrange 
furniture ‘to give you ample 
room to walk’ freely and 
remove items from stairs, 
hallways, and pathways. 
Discard throw rugs, use 
non-slip rugs, or attach rugs 
to the floor with double-sid- 


ed tape. Put non-slip strips 


on floors and steps and a rub- 
ber mat on the floor of your 
bathtub or shower, as well. 
Use caution when walking 
outdoors, and avoid going 
out alone on ice or snow. A 
minimal slip on a slick side- 
walk or icy stairs could re- 
sult in a serious injury. 
Ensure that you. have 
sufficient. lighting in each 
room, at entrances, on out- 
door walkways and on stair- 
ways. Light switches at both 
the top and bottom of stairs 
can be beneficial, as well as 


a lamp within easy reach of 


your bed. 

Install night lights i in the 
bathroom, hallways, bed- 
room, and kitchen and al- 
ways keep a flashlight by 
your bed in case the power 
is out and you need to get 
up. 

Have handrails installed 
on both sides of stairs and

items while walking up or 
down stairs, hold the item in 
one hand and use the hand- 
rail with the other.

avoiding falls, too. 

Store food boxes, cans, 
dishes, clothing, and other 
everyday items within easy 
reach. This simple adjust- 
ment could prevent an in- 
jury that might come from 
standing on a stool to get to 


an item. 
It is important to remem- 
ber that if you fall, be sure

Fedéral safety officials 
have ‘fined the contractor 
hired to demolish the Wol- 
laston. Theatre more than 
$24,000 after two. workers

The U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Adminis- 


tration issued five citations. 


against Jamie McGuinness 
& Sons, the Quincy contrac- 
tor hired to demolish the 
90-year-old building, fol- 
lowing its investigation into 


- the July 12 collapse of the 


brick wall. OSHA fined the 
company a total of $24,301 
for the five citations. 

James Lally, a Spokes- 
man for OSHA, said the 
company had until Oct. 11 
to file a letter contesting the 
citations. — which were is- 
sued Sept. 1 — or schedule 


a meeting with the federal 


agency, but did not do so. 
“When an employer does 
not respond within 15 busi- 


ness days of receiving its . 


citations, the citations and 
proposed fines become final 


; or bp company forfeits its 


to appeal,” Lally. said. 
amie McGuinness, own- 
er a the contracting firm, 


said Monday he still planned 
to appeal the fines. McGuin- 
ness said he had not seen 


OSHA's letter.notifying him 
of the citations until after. 
_ Yeading a newspaper article 


about the decision. McGuin- 
ness said he reached out to 
OSHA at that point, and is 
drafting an appeal letter to 
the agency.

“We're doing the best

ing them with respect,” he 
stated. 

The Quincy Housing 
Authority expects to spend 
$40,000 to eradicate the bed

Quincy Sees Some Progress 
Presidents Bow To Duxbury, At Plymouth North

Ultimately, the final 
score was almost secondary 
to the Quincy football team 
in last Friday’s tilt against 
all-everything Duxbury at 
chilly Veterans’ Memorial 
Stadium.

the house. She added that her mother in-law even helped in 
preventing her escape by blocking the door and Physically 
restricted her from leaving. 

The mother in-law told the victim that it was permissible 
for a husband to hit his wife if he wants. At this point, the 
victim grabbed the mother in law and told her husband that 
if he pulled her down, then his mother would fall too. The 
husband then grabbed her and both women fell. 

Just after the incident, the husband grabbed their one- 
year-old and left with his mother and minutes later, he re- 
turned alone.

_ The victim went to her iPad which she hid, and ‘sent a 
distress message to her father. The husband then came back 


‘in and found her on the iPad. He angrily told her, “Do not

better kill me-while I sleep because I will kill you when I am 
awake.” He added that-he would die with her.

Granite Ball The Caiternites - Again 


he ceierpiece has taken center stage. 
Again. — 

The historic Granite Ball was moved oss —al- 
beit just 35 yards or so from its previous spot outside 
City Hall. Using a 100-ton capacity grove hydraulic 
crane, four riggers from Shaugnessy & Ahern Co. in 
South Boston lifted the 11-ton Quincy granite “gazing 
ball” from a corner of McIntyre Mall and relocated the 
impressive sphere to the center of what will become 
the new “Walk of Names” entrance in front of City 

The riggers and crane also lifted the original ped- 
estal that the ball has sat on for 91 years. The pedestal 


__ itself weights 12,000 pounds. 


Monday marked the fourth time in 11 years that the 
sphere has been moved. And it’s probably safe to say it 
will remain at its new home for a very long time. 

The current location — in fact — is not too far from 
where it was originally located. 

The ball was a gift from the Quincy Granite Manu- 
facturers Association to commemorate Quincy’s 300th 
anniversary as a settlement on June 12, 1925. Known 
as the “gazing ball” because of its high polish finish, it 
was originally located next to the old City Hall (now 


‘the James R. McIntyre Government Center) — only a 


few dozen yards away from where it is today. 

“The Granite Manufacturers wanted to express their 
external gratitude for the stone that came from Quin- 
cy’s native hills and brought prosperity to their fami- 
lies and the city,” says City Historian Thomas Galvin. 
“Its chief purpose was to keep alive the sentiments and 
feelings of our forefathers and to foster at all times a 
high regard for the principles of liberty.” : 

But 12 years after it was dedicated, on June 10, 1937, ' 
the ball was moved to the Fore River Bridge traffic ro- 
tary. It remained there until March of 2005 when then 
Mayor William Phelan ordered it back to City Hall. 
It was first transported to Barre, VT for repairs and 
re-polishing until it was brought home to Quincy and

placed outside City Hall again on June 13, 2006. Many 
probably remember it as the centerpiece of Constitu- 
tion Common for many years. That’s virtually in the 


same spot that it was moved to on Monday and just a 


few dozen yards from where it originally stood. 
The ball was temporarily relocated about 35 yards 
away from the Constitution Common site a few years 


_ ago in preparation of the new “Walk of Names” proj- 


ect that is currently under construction. With that proj- 
ect well underway and new bricks being put down, it 
was ready to be moved again to its new spot as the new 
walk’s centerpiece just outside the front steps leading 
to the glass annex building of City Hall. - 

When the ball was first dedicated in 1925, it was un- 
veiled by Maxine Louise Swingle, daughter of quarry 
owner Jonathan Swingle, who donated a 25-ton block 
of granite from which the 11-ton ball was carved from. 


-When it was re-dedicated June 13, 2006, Swingle’s 


granddaughter, Joanne Swingle Hennigan, did the un- 
veiling honors.

Register O’Donnell Stresses Need To File Mortgage Discharges 


Norfolk County Register 
of Deeds William O’ Donnell 


is reminding homeowners 
. about the importance of fil- © 


ing a mortgage discharge in 
a timely manner after their 
mortgage has been paid off. 
“One of the most com- 
monly asked questions I re- 
ceive on a daily basis from 

- homeowners is whether 
they have clear title to their 


property. One way to check 


on your title is by accessing 
the Registry’s online records 
and verifying if all mortgag- 
es associated with the prop- 
erty have been discharged,” 
O’Donnell said. 

When a mortgage is paid 
off, O’Donnell said a mort- 
gage discharge document 


needs to be recorded with 


the Registry of Deeds to 


. Clear a homeowner’s prop- 
erty title relative to that loan. 


A discharge is a document 
(typically one page) issued 
by the lender, usually with 
a title such as “Discharge of 


Mortgage” or “Satisfaction . 


of Mortgage.” 
In many instances, 
O’Donnell said, “Dis- 


charges are sometimes filed 
directly by banks or settle- 


‘ment closing attorneys with. 


the Registry as part of a 
property sale or as a result 
of a refinancing transaction. 
In other cases, the mortgage 
discharge is sent to the prop- 
erty owner who becomes re- 
sponsible for making sure 
the document is recorded at 
the Registry. Whether or not

By now insurers should have notified you of any adjust- 
ments in your. health or drug coverage or any changes i in 
your out-of-pocket costs for next year. 

_ The average monthly premium for a Medicare Ave 
| tage plan will drop by $1.19 to $31.40, while the average 
monthly premium for a basic drug plan will inch up $1 50 
- to $34.00. 

People in Massachusetts in Medicare’s original fee-for- 
service program can choose from 21 drug plans with month- 
ly premiums ranging from $14.60 to $127.70. 

Look beyond premiums, though. The only way to deter- 
mine the true cost of your drug coverage is to consider other 
factors like deductibles, co-payments and coinsurance. 

Medicare Advantage remains a strong alternative for 

people who prefer to receive care through a private insurer 
rather than through Medicare’s original fee-for-service pro- 


gram. Enrollment in the private Medicare Advantage plans © 


is expected to grow by 1.2 million to 18.5 million people in 
2017 — about 32 percent of Medicare beneficiaries.

Question 1, introduced 
by Eugene McCain, would 
allow the state’s gaming 
commission to award one 
additional slot parlor license 
if. approved by voters. The 
slots parlor could only be 
located on a parcel of land 
at least four acres in size 
and. within 1,500 feet of a 
horseracing track. 

McCain has _ proposed 
building a slots parlor and 
hotel in Revere near Suf- 
folk Downs, which is not in- 
volved in the project. Revere 
residents, in a non-binding 
vote on Oct. 18, said no 
dice to the proposal, voting 
against it 2,970 to 1,574. 

Nealley, a city councillor 
in Bangor, Maine, said the 
opening of a casino there 
in 2005. greatly benefited 
the community, and would 
deliver similar results to Re- 
vere. 

“I’m here because we 
have a great success story 
that happened in our ‘city 
with a like facility,” he said. 
“We have a gaming facility

Myers, who led previous 
efforts to stop a full-scale 
casino from opening at Suf- 
folk Downs, painted a dif- 
ferent picture of the Bangor 
casino, saying it led.to in- 
creased crime and revenues 
have fallen since a casino 
opened in Oxford, Maine, in 
2012. 

“I have articles and in- 
formation that show that 
crime is nearly double the 
average in Bangor, Maine, 
with the epicenter being the 
casino,” Myers said. “He’s 
here to tell us ‘the more the 
merrier, that we can only 
benefit from having an ad- 
ditional license available in 
the commonwealth,’ when 
the Bangor casino is already 
returning revenues that are 
below their standards since 
the installation of the Ox- 
ford casino.” 

Massachusetts’ current 
gaming law allows for three 
casinos — one in each of three 
regions — and a slots parlor. 
The state’s gaming commis- 
sion has awarded: licenses 


_to casinos in Everett and 


Springfield that are expected 
to open in 2019 and 2018, 
respectively, and a slots 
parlor license to Plainridge 
Park Casino in Plainville, 
which opened in 2015. The 
state received $88 million in 
tax revenue from Plainridge 
‘during its first year in opera- 
tion, less than the $105 mil- 
lion initially projected. 

Myers said the state 
should wait until the re- 
maining casinos allowed 
under current law open be- 
fore considering more: 

“It’s just too soon in the 
life span. of the gaming leg- 
islation,” she stated. “We 
have one facility open. It is 
underperforming by about 


20 percent, and that’s with- 
out any competition in the 
commonwealth. We have 
two facilities with shovels in 
the ground who have made 
drastic changes to their pro- 
posals; we’ve yet to see how 
that will work out.” 

' Nealley said the state 
should be happy with the 
$88 million from Plainridge 
in its first year, saying the 
combined revenue from all 
casinos in the state, once in 
operation, would be enough 
to pay off Massachusetts’ 
current $295 million budget 
deficit. 

“Quite frankly, I think 
the state and Steve Crosby, 
the chair of the gaming com- 
mission, are very happy with 
the success of Plainridge,” 
Nealley said. “That $88 mil- 
lion helps to fill the state 
budget hole — I think it’s 
around $300 million. When 
you add the other facilities 
they’re talking about, they 
think just on that alone the 
state of Massachusetts is go- 
ing to fill its budget hole.” 

Nealley said a misinfor- 
mation campaign led resi- 
dents in Revere to oppose the 
proposal in the non-binding 
vote, which was held one 
day before the educational 
forum in Quincy. 

_ “There were some pam- 


phlets that went door to.

with gross inadequacies 
about what the developer

. Revere,” he stated. 


Myers said Massachu- 
setts voters should respect 
the wishes of Revere on the 
matter.

“The reason .we can do 
this now is because we have 
learned from. other states 


that this is going to bring 
in money, this is going to. 


bring in revenue,” Wade 
added, “The people who are 
smoking marijuana or using 
edibles right now are doing 
it anyway. 


“There are 800,000 peo-- 


ple in Massachusetts who 


say they use marijuana rec- . 


reationally. Now we’ré go- 
ing to tax that, regulate it, 
make it safer and get money 
for education, law enforce- 
ment, and a host of other 
things.”

Delaney said the legisla- 
ture should work with pub- 
lic health and safety officials 
to draft a better law. 

“I. don’t see what the 


‘pressing need is,” he stat- 


ed. “Why not take it back 
to the legislature and have 
a thoughtful process that 
doesn’t only have the mari- 


- Juana industry and marijua- 


na consumers involved, but 
has public health, has public 
safety.” 

In particular, he raised a 
concern about a provision 
in the law that would allow 


each resident over the age of 


21 to grow up to 6 marijuana 
plants in their homes, and up 
to 12 plants per household. 
“It’s a lot of marijuana 
for, I think, even the most 
robust home grower, and 
this is not subject to testing, 
it’s not subject to sales tax,

‘in terms of how much you

“I know a-lot of folks 
who had liquor cabinets 
when I was 16, 17 — under

you won’t have the same 
problem with youth diver- 
sion.”

Ihave a 2015 Mercedes ML350 SUV. When I brought 
my car in for service, they did not rotate the tires. The 
explanation was that it is an all-wheel-drive vehicle and 
tire rotation was not needed. The next time I would bring 
in my car, he said I would need new tires anyway so they 
didn’t think it needed to be done. I argued since the tires 
were wobbly. I asked them to rotate and balance. Is this 
something new with AWD SUVs to not rotate tires? Any 
recommendations are welcome as I am not familiar with 
this philosophy. 

All vehicles that have the same size tires need to have 
them rotated. Rotating the, tires helps even out front tire 


wear caused be turning. At this point I would get a second 
- opinion on the tire wear and inspect, rotate and balance the 


tires as required. 

My car is a 2008 Honda Pilot with 57,000 miles on it. 
I had a brake inspection performed this morning at the 
Honda dealer and they said the front brakes are worn 
about 95% plus. It is recommended to resurface both 
front brake rotors and install a new set of pads. The rear 


brakes are also about 95 percent worn and it was recom- . 


mended to replace the rear brake pads. The total cost is 
about $530. At this mileage is this normal wear and is the 
price within reason? 

It is not unusual to replace brake pads at any mileage 
over 40,000 miles (sports cars and heavy duty vehicles 
brake wear can be much faster). Regarding the price, using 
the factory parts the estimate you were given. falls in line 
with typical pricing.

Wigglesworth, who at- 
tended Harvard Univer- 
sity and started as quar- 
terback for the Crimson 
from 1909 to 1911, also 
served as the U.S. ambas- 
sadot to Cuba from Dec.

Then the pedestal 
was rigged and hoisted 
into place in the new lo- 
cation. 
Finally, about four 
hours after the big yellow 
crane and riggers arrived 
on site, the granite ball 
was raised from its cradle 
and placed on the ped- 


estal. Several onlookers. 


watched from the side- 
walk on Hancock Street 
as well as the pathway 
leading into City Hall. 

After making sure ev- 
erything was a go in its 
new home, the riggers 
and Mayor Thomas Koch 
posed for photos in front 
of the gazing ball.

Cont’d From Page 1 
the book and the miniseries 


are credited with a surge of '- 


interest in the Adams fam- 
ily, including visits to his- 
toric sites in Quincy. 
Speaking before the 
crowd of more than 300, 
McCullough said visiting 
historic sites is among the 
best ways to learn about 
people from the past. 


“I have long held that 


one of the best of all ways to 
connect with those who went 


before us and to understand - 
not only who they were but 


what kinds of people they 
were...is to go where things

flamed. Bursitis is generally 
caused by overuse or direct 
trauma to a joint. Bursitis 
may occur at the knee or el- 
bow, from kneeling or lean- 
ing on the elbows longer 
than usual on a hard surface. 
Individuals such as carpen- 
ters, gardeners, and athletes 
- who perform activities that 
require repetitive motions 
or place stress on joints are 
at greater risk for tendinitis 
and bursitis. An infection, 
arthritis, gout, thyroid ‘dis-

. Fendinitis is inflamma- 
tion of a tendon, a flexible

- Achilles tendon  inju- 
ries encompass an irrita- 
tion, stretch, or tear to the 
tendon connecting the calf 
muscle to the back of the 
heel. Achilles tendinitis is a 
common overuse injury, but 
can also be caused by tight 
or weak calf muscles or con- 
ditions that cause the tendon 


to become less flexible and 
more rigid, such as arthritis - 


or aging. Achilles tendon in- 
juries can happen to anyone 
who. consistently _partici- 
pates in activities that cause 
the calf muscle to. contract, 
like climbing stairs or using 
a stair-stepper. Achilles ten- 
dinitis can be a chronic con- 
dition or a sudden injury. 
Diagnosis of tendinitis 
and bursitis initiates with a 
medical history and physi- 
cal examination. In the case 
of a torn tendon, x rays may 
help show which tendon is 
affected. The doctor may 
also use magnetic resonance 


imaging (MRI) to confirm a-- 


partial or total tear. ‘To rule 


Out infection, the doctor may 


remove and test fluid from 
the: inflamed area. Treat- 
ment centers on healing the 
injured bursa or tendon. The 
first step in treating both of 


these conditions is to allevi- 


ate pain and inflammation 
with rest, compression, el- 
evation, and anti-inflamma- 
tory medicines such as aspi- 
rin, naproxen, or ibuprofen. 
Activity involving’ the af- 
fected joint is also restricted 
to foster healing and prevent 
further injury. In some cases 
protective devices, such as 
foot orthoses for the ankle 
and foot or splints for the 
knee or hand, may tempo- 
rarily diminish stress to the 
affected téndon or bursa 
and facilitate faster healing 
times. Gentle stretching and 
strengthening exercises and . 
massage of the soft tissue 
may also be beneficial. 
If there is no improve- 


. ment, the doctor may inject 


a corticosteroid medicine 
into the area encircling the 
inflamed bursa or tendon. 
However these medicines 
must be used with caution 
because they miay lead to 
weakening or rupture of the 
tendon. If there is still no 
improvement the doctor may 
perform either arthroscopic 
or open surgery to repair 
damage and relieve pressure 
on the tendons and bursae. 
If a tendon is completely 
torn, surgery may be needed 
to repair the damage. If the 
bursitis is caused by an in- 
fection, antibiotics the doc- 
tor will prescribe are usually 
the treatment of choice.

New charter schools and enroliment expansions approved under this proposed law would be subject to the same approval standards as other charter schools, and to 
recruitment, retention, and multilingual outreach requirements that currently apply to some e charter schools. Schools authorized under this law would be subject to annual 
performance reviews according to standards established-by the Board. 

The propesed law would take effect on January 1, 2017.

This proposed law would prohibit any farm owner or operator from knowingly confning any breeding pig, calf raised for veal, or egg-laying her h a yay that prevents the 
animal from lying down, standing up, fully extending its limbs, or turning around freely. The proposed law would also prohibit any business owner or operator in Massa- 
chusetts from selling whole eggs intended for human consumption or any uncooked cut of veal or pork if the business owner or operator knows or should know that the 
hen, breeding pig, or veal calf that produced these products was confined in a manner prohibited by the proposed law. The proposed law would exempt sales of food 
products that combine veal or pork with other products, including soups, sandwiches, pizzas, hotdogs, or similar processed or prepared food items. 

The proposed law's confinement prohibitions would not apply during transportation; state and county fair exhibitions; 4-H programs; slaughter in compliance with 
applicable laws and regulations; medical research; veterinary exams, testing, treatment and operation if performed under the direct supervision of a licensed veterinarian; 
five days prior to a pregnant pig's expected date of giving birth; any day that pig is nursing piglets; and for temporary periods for animal husbandry purposes not to 
exceed six hours in any twenty-four hour period. 

The proposed law would create a civil penalty of up to $1,000 for each violation and would give the Attorney General the exclusive authority to enforce the law, and to

SUMMARY 
‘The proposed law would permit the possession, use, distribution, and cultivation of marijuana in limited amounts by persons age 21 and older and would remove criminal 
penalties for such activities. It would provide for the regulation of commerce in marijuana. marijuana accessories, hp aa ala ammo 
proceeds from sales of these items. 

The proposed law would authorize persons at least 21 years old to possess up to one ounce of marijuana outside of their residences; possess up to ten ounces of 
marijuana inside their residences; grow up to six marijuana plants in their residences; give one ounce or less of marijuana to a person at least 21 years old without 
payment; possess, produce or transfer hemp; or make or transfer items related to marijuana use, storage, cultivation, or processing. 

The measure would create a Cannabis Control Commission of three members appointed by the state Treasurer which would generally administer the law governing 
marijuana use and distribution, promulgate regulations, and be responsible for the licensing of marijuana commercial establishments. The proposed law would also 
create a Cannabis Advisory Board of fifteen members appointed by the Governor. The Cannabis Control Commission would adopt regulations governing licensing - 
qualifications; security; record keeping; health and safety standards; packaging and labeling; testing; advertising and displays; required inspections; and such other 


‘matters as the Commission considers appropriate. The records of the Commission would be public records. 


The proposed law would authorize cities and towns to adopt reasonable restrictions on the time, place, and manner of operating marijuana businesses and to limit the 
number of marijuana establishments in their communities. Accity or town could hold a local vote to determine whether to permit the selling of marijuana and marijuana 
products for consumption on the premises at commercial establishments. 


“The proceeds of retail sales of marijuana and marijuana products would be subject to the state sales tax and an additional excise tax of 3.75%. A city or town could 


impose a separate tax of up to 2%. Revenue received from the additional state excise tax or from license application fees and civil penalties for violations of this law 


would be deposited in a Marijuana Regulation Fund and would be used subject to appropriation for administration of the proposed law. 
‘Marijuane-telated activities authorized under this proposed law could not be a basis for adverse orders in child welfare cases absent clear and convincing evidence that 


such activities had created an unreasonable danger to the safety of a minor child. 

The proposed law would not affect existing law regarding medical marijuana treatment centers or the operation of mator vehicles while under the influence. It would 
permit property owners to prohibit the use, sale,or production of marijuana on their premises (with an exception that landlords cannot prohibit consumption by tenants of 
marijuana by means other than by smoking); and would permit employers to prohibit the consumption of marijuana by employees in the workplace. State and local 
governments could continue to restrict uses in public buildings or at or near schools. Supplying marijuana to persons under age 21 would be unlawful. 

The proposed law would take effect on December 15, 2016. 

A YES VOTE would allow persons 21 and older to possess, use, and transfer marijuana and products containing marijuana concentrate (including edible products) and 
to cultivate marijuana, all in limited amounts, and would provide for the regulation and taxation of commercial sale of marijuana and marijuana products.

particle. 

“It was a dream come 
true and an honor to work in 
science and be successful in 
my career,” Glashow said. 


He explained that he 
didn’t set out to win the 


Nobel Prize when he began - 


work in electromagnetic 
theory. — 

“The worst thing to do is 
to set out in your career to 
win the Nobel Prize,” said 


Glashow. “It certainly was 


not something on my mind 
until a year or two later.” 

He became interested in 
science as a child, telling his 
father, who was a plumber, 
that he wanted to be a physi- 
cist when he grew up. 

Glashow said his father 
questioned him, “What’s 
that?” and “Do you get paid 
for that?’” 

He said his teachers no- 
ticed his interest in science.

Glashow graduated from 
Cornell with. a bachelor’s 
in science and went to Har- 
vard University where he 
received his- doctorate in 
physics. He later became 
an associate professor at 
the University of California 


at Berkeley and joined the 


physics department at Har- 
vard in 1966 and became 


_ an emeritus there in 2000. 


Glashow is riow a professor 
of math and physics at Bos- 
ton University. 

He said he learned much 
from fellow physicists, par- 
ticularly Weinberg, whom he 
graduated with from Bronx 
High School. Glashow ex- 
plained how he worked on 
his Nobel winning thesis 
while in Copenhagen, Den- 
mark on a_ post-graduate 
scholarship from the Na- 
tional Science Foundation.

tinue his research in particle

Glashow fielded several

Registry Of Deeds Reform Legislation Passes Through House 


Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell announces the © 
Miassachusétts ° House ° of’ ‘ 
Representatives has passed © 


reform legislation to allevi- 


ate.a growing problem for 
Registries across the Com- 
monwealth when it comes 
to storing land court docu- 
ments. 

The legislation (H.3862) 
now moves to the Senate 
Ways and Means committee 
for their consideration. 

O’Donnell said the bill 
will save a great deal of 
money and make documents 
more readily accessible to 
the public by removing the 
requirement that all regis- 
tered land documents: must 
be filed in hard copy in the 
Land Court, which the Reg- 
istries of Deeds oversees. 

“The collection of land 
related documents such as 
deeds, homesteads, mort- 


- gages, mortgage releases 
and Declarations of Trust . 


on the Land Court side have 
been piling up for decades 
after decades.” O’Donnell 
said. “Today, we have more 
than 1.3 million land-related 
documents just on our Land 


Court side. Other registries _ 


of deeds are facings similar 


situations.” 

“Under this proposed 
legislation,” O’Donnell 
continued, “these docu- 


ments can now be scanned " 


and microfilmed with the 


originals being sent back - 


to the landowner or their 
designee. In addition, this 


administrative reform will 
no longer require registries 
to look for additional leas- 


ing space or require the pur- 
chase of a bigger building to 


store these ever increasing. .

‘ O’Donnelt said he is 
hopeful that the legislation 
will be reported favorably by

Mayor Koch pointed to

comprehensive way. 
“We’ve made progress 
with individual projects,

Koch said, adding that he 
does not believe the city has 
conducted: a comprehensive 
citywide traffic study since 


’ at least the 1980s. “The ul- 


timate goals here are the 
kinds of projects and poli- 
cies that will have a tangible 
benefit to our neighbor- 
hoods.

Henry was part of the “Greatest Generation” — a, 
term that was popularized by journalist Tom Brokaw. 

The term describes the generation who grew up dur- 
ing the Great Depression and who later served during 
World War II — whether in the uniforms.of the armed 
services or in other i as aiaigis capacities like shipbuild- 


They were men and women who found themselves 


in harm's way for not days or weeks but years fighting

Many did not return home. 


Among the 400,000 killed fighting in World War II, 


225 were from Quincy. 

Those who did survive returned to a sete nation 
and thankful city. 

And those veterans continued to serve becoming 
pillars of the community. 

Names like Koch and Gills — Trubiano and Papile 
— Noble and Malvesti — Beston and Moody — and so 
many more. | 

They became police officers and firefighters — gov- 
ernment leaders and small business owners — teachers 
and ae rience | strong threads i in the fabric of our 
city. 
Their service to Quincy has shaped our community 
not only during their generation but also future genera- 
tions. 

We are the beneficiaries of their service and sacri- 
fice.

_ That group included two Bosworth brothers from 
Quincy Point. 

After graduating Quincy High in 1942, Henry en- 
listed in the U.S. Navy. 

So too did his brother, Richie, who actually left high 
school early before graduation.

Richie would later, after the war ended, return to 


Quincy High during the day and take classes to earn 
his diploma. — 
We lost Richie — who also served in the Navy during

Why the Navy? ; 
_ J think it’s because the Bosworth brothers grew up 
in Quincy Point in the shadow of the Fore River Ship- 
yard — one of the most productive yards anywhere. 

- During the height of the war — 1943 - more than 
32,000 workers — including 1,200 women — were em- 
ployed there. Together they built some of the mighti- 
est ships like the Lexington and Massachusetts — ships 
that helped win the war. 

After high school graduation in June 1942, Henry 


attended Naval training school in Champagne, Illi- 


nois. 
His commanding officer was Hugh Rodham. 
A familiar last name perhaps? 

. You are correct. 

Years later, Hugh’s daughter — Hillary Rodham 
Clinton — would become First Lady — and in two days, 
perhaps our first woman President. 

In 1996, when Hillary visited Quincy as the First 
Lady, Henry met her at the Crane Library and showed 
her the photo of his Navy graduation class. 

Henry had wondered if her father and his command- 
ing officer were one in the same. 

She confirmed it was her father who had taught 


Henry before he left Illinois for the Pacific. 


By design or coincidence, both Henry and Richie ‘ 
were assigned to destroyers. __ 

Henry was a signalman on the USS Cogswell - 
Richie served aboard the USS Knapp. 

For some of the war, both ships were part of Air 
Craft Carrier Task Force 58 — the main striking force 
of the U.S. Navy in the Pacific from January 1944 to 
the end of the war in August, 1945. | 

The Cogswell participated in a myriad of battles 
during the war, including the Marshall Islands, Battle 
of the Philippine Sea and the Battle of Surigo Straight 
among many others. . 

She.also joined Task Force 38 for the final series of 
raids against the Japanese home islands until the end — 
of the war. 

As a footnote — among the Ciisewettts crew was 
gunnery officer Alan Shepherd — the future astronaut. 

The two ships the Bosworth Brothers served on re-— 
ceived 17 battle stars for World War II service — the 
Knapp 8 and the Cogswell 9. 

The Cogswell was also given the honor of in the 
first US. ty in Toyko i for the Japanese surren- 
der. 

My father’s time in the service lasted about three 
years. 

But it remained with him for a lifetime. 

Today, when I hear the word veteran, I feel the word

THIS 1918 scenic postcard is a view of Squaw Rock that 
is located at the northern tip of Squantum in Dorchester 
Bay. Squaw Rock is a conglomerate of various types of 
rocks sometimes called tillite. It was formed into shape 
by a glacier thousands of years ago and by wind and 
tides ever since. It protrudes 40 feet above sea level. 
| Popular Indian lore has it that it was named for an 
Indian maiden who leapt to her death from here into 


the sea below, although other legends tell of different 


origins of the name. Myles Standish, the first European 
recorded to have set foot in Quincy, landed near here 
between this rock and the adjacent Chapel Rocks in 
September 1621, three hundred and ninety-five years 
ago.

Millet Fritters

Have you ever cooked with millet? 

‘Millet is a very small, round grain with a 
history that traces back thousands of years. 
It was the chief grain in China before rice 
became popular and continues to sustain 
people in Africa, China, Russia, and India, 
among other places. 

Millet is an extremely nutritious and har- 
dy crop that grows well under harsh or dry 
conditions, both of which contribute to its 
widespread use and popularity around the 
world. 

Millet can be used in porridges, cereal, 
soups and breads. It is a delicious wheat 


free substitution for couscous because of its 


consistency. Always rinse before cooking, 
and use 1 part Millet to 2 parts liquid. It is 

_ that easy! You can find it in the bulk section 
of the health food store. 

I like to cook it in broth, and add a bunch 
of fresh herbs then put a pat of butter on it 
with some pecorino romano cheese as a side 
dish. But here is a recipe for Millet Fritters 
that I hope you will enjoy. _ 

1/3 cup millet cooked according to pack- 


age directions (I cook mine in salted broth 
for more flavor, and cook it a little extra to 
help to get it “Mushy” so it is a good cohsis- 
tency to make the fritters.) _ 

1/4 cup onion, chopped fine 

1/4 cup red bell pepper, chopped fine 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 teaspoon dried basil 

2 tablespoons or so of fresh parsley 

1 egg, beaten 

1 teaspocn sea salt, 1/2 teaspoon pep- 
per 

3 or so tablespoons romano or parme- 
san cheese 

Simply mix all ingredients together 
(when millet is cooled) well with wooden 
spoon until nicely incorporated. Form into 
patties (a couple of tablespoons is a good 
size) and cook in heated skillet in some ol- 
ive oil. Do not flip until edges are browned, 
but not bumed. Flip over and cook un- 
til the other side is done. Drain on paper 
towel lined plate. This recipe is great with 
a spoonful of tomato sauce and a sprinkling 
of cheese! Enjoy!

Low blood sugar is also 
called hypoglycemia. This 
typically means your blood 
sugar level drops below 70. 

Having low blood sugar 
is dangerous and needs to be 
treated immediately.

: ‘Water Fountains Shut Off

Five water fountains at . 


two school buildings have 
been shut off and will be 
replaced after testing found 
» lead concentrations exceed- 
ing state limits. 

School officials. on Nov. 
2 released the results of wa- 
ter testing undertaken earlier 
this fall at six schools: Clif- 
ford Marshall, Merrymount, 
Snug Harbor and Squantum 
elementaries, as well as 
Central and Point Middle 
Schools. 

' Three water fountains at 
Merrymount were shut off 
as a resuit of those tests. 
School officials said - the 
fountains had lead concen- 


trations of 17, 21 and 330° 


parts per billion (ppb) — the 
action level for lead in water 
is 15 ppb. The latter fountain 


also had a copper concentra- 


~ tion of 2,800 ppb, more than 


twice the 1,300 ppb action . 


level for that heavy metal. 
‘, Two fountains at Squan- 
tum have been disconnected 


as well. Those fountains - 


had lead levels of 37 and 74 
ppb. 

In addition to the wa- 
ter fountains, eight sinks at 
Merrymount, 10 at Squan- 
tum and 11 at Snug Harbor 


had lead or copper concen-- 


tratiénis above the action 


level. Those sinks have been - 


labeled. for hand washing 
_ only; officials have said nei- 
ther lead nor copper is ab- 
sorbed by the skin, so hand 
washing poses no health risk 
to students or staff. 

None of the fountains or 
sinks. at Clifford Marshall, 
Point Webster or Central 
had lead or copper levels 
above action levels. 

. The results posted Nov. 2 
came one week after school 
officials released the first set 
of results, which included 
10 schools. In that batch 
of results, four fountains at 
three schools were found to 
have lead levels exceeding

A state grant will provide 
Quincy with funds to de- 
sign and permit more than a 
mile of seawall repairs and 
improvements © along < the 
Adams Neck and ‘Houghs 
Neck coastline to make the 
barrier more resilient as the 


city prepares for climate ‘ 


change. 

Matthew Beaton, ‘the 
state’s energy and environ- 
mental affairs secretary, an- 
nounced the $441,000 grant 
.Nov. 2. The money is from 
the state’s Dam and Seawall 
Repair or Removal Fund. 

The funds Quincy re- 
ceived will be used for the 
design and permitting of 
repairs and replacement of 
6,000 linear feet of seawall 
in Adams Shore and Houghs 
Neck, facing Quincy Bay. 
The seawalls in place there 
protect the shoreline, resi- 
dential homes, public utili- 
ties, and critical transporta- 
tion and evacuation routes, 
' state officials said. 

‘The seawalls will be 
repaired and raised to ac- 
commodate future sea-level 
rise and impacts from the 
changing climate, includ- 
ing increased frequency and 
‘intensity of storms, accord- 
ing to state officials. One 
of the greatest threats to the 
project area is coastal flood- 
ing from a storm surge. The 
potential for storm surge 
_ flooding extends well inland 
“over much of the project 
area. Only a small section 
of Houghs Neck and Adams 
Shore have sufficient eleva- 
tion to avoid flooding during 
a category 1-4 hurricane. 
_ For the majority of this area, 
the seawall provides a first 
line of defense during these 
powerful storm events. 

“This program is another 
true testament of the Baker 
administration’s - commit- 
ment to working together 
with cities and towns across 
the Commonwealth to pro- 
tect and improve vital infra- 
structure,” Mayor Thomas 
Koch said in a statement. 

“This is a model for how 
state and local partnerships 


should work, providing 


the design and engineering

The MBTA is expected

“Together, they 
built some of the mightiest 
ships like the Lexington and 
Massachusetts - ships that 
helped win the war.” 

Bosworth said his father 
was part of the Greatest 
Generation, a term popu- 
larized by journalist Tom 
Brokaw. 

“The term describes the 
generation who: grew. up 
during the Great Depression 
and who later served during 
World War II, whether in 
uniforms of the armed ser- 
vices or in other important 
capacities like shipbuild- 
ing,” he said. 

Henry Bosworth was a 
17-year-old Quincy High 
School senior working part- 
time as a sports reporter for 
‘The Patriot: Ledger when 
Japan bombed Pearl Harbor 
on Dec. 7, 1941. That day, 
he said, changed the future 
plans of his father and oth- 
ers. 

“Instead of embarking 
on career paths or furthering 
their education, the Great- 
est Generation answered the 
call of duty and joined the 
armed services,” he said. 


Bosworth noted the brav- 


ery of those who served dur- 
ing that period. 

“They. were men and 
women who found them- 
selves in harm’s way for not 
days or weeks, but years, 
fighting on land and at sea 


to preserve our freedom,”.

he said. 


Henry Bosworth served 
on the USS Cogswell and 
his commanding officer at 
Naval Training School was 
Hugh Rodham, father of 
Democratic presidential can- 


didate Hillary Rodham Clin- 


ton. Bosworth met his com- 
manding officer’s daughter 
when she visited Quincy as 
First Lady in 1996. 

Like his father, Bosworth 
noted other Quincy fami- 
lies sent sons and daugh- 
ters to serve during - World 
War II - names like Koch,

Malvesti. After the war they 
returned home to serve their 
city. 

“They became police of- 
ficers and firefighters, gov- 
ernment leaders and small 
business owners, teachers 
and entrepreneurs — strong 


threads in the fabric of our 
city,” he said. “Their service 


to Quincy has shaped our 
community not only during 
their generations, but also 
future generations. We are 
the beneficiaries of their ser- 
vice and sacrifice.” 

Bosworth said veterans 
are true heroes. 

“Today,. when I _ hear 
the word veteran, I feel 
the word hero. Those who 
served in harm’s way to pro- 
tect our freedoms. They lead 
by example and hold a very 
special place in our hearts,” 
he said. 

Following remarks, Bos- 
worth was joined by Moody 
in placing a memorial wreath 
at the main flagpole honor- 
ing all veterans.

‘Our Debt To America’ S Veterans Is Eternal’ 


Editor’ 's note: 

Russell G. Erikson, a decorated World War II ey Air 
Force pilot, was the keynote cores at the Quincy Veterans 
Day observance Nov. 11. 

Erikson, a 94-year-old Quincy side! served ai the 
US. Army’s 8th Air Force in Europe during World War II. 
He piloted a B-24 Liberator bomber during the war, fly- 
ing 33 combat missions over Germany and Europe. For 
his service, Erikson réceived the Air Medal with five Oak 
Leaf Clusters, three Distinguished Flying Crosses, and the 
French Legion of Honor. 


beksta ittesled Outnoy Hiah School’ where ke was a. i 


standout athlete in cross-country and hockey. He worked at 
the Quincy Shipyard and Boston Gear Works before his ser- 
vice in the war. 

Upon completion of his service, Erikson returned with 
his wife, Beverly, who would remain at his side for 62 years, 


built their home in Quincy and raised five sons and a daugh- fj 


ter. Erikson resumed his career as a carpenter and construc- 


tion contractor until his retirement. He still maintains a . 


myriad of interests and an active lifestyle. oe 
The following is the text of Erikson’s keynote address. _ 


I would like to thank Mayor Koch, Director Nich- 
olson, the Quincy Veterans Council and all our city 
officials for allowing me the opportunity to speak here 
today. Quincy is and always has been my home. I was 
born here, went to school here, and made a good life 
for myself, and my family, here in Quincy. I have al- 

_ways been proud of this City and I am honored to stand 
before you as one of its sons today. 

I enlisted. in the Army Air Force in September of 
1942 because I wanted to be a pilot, an occupation that 
had fascinated me since my childhood. I was sent to 
Norwich University as part of my basic training and 
then went on to different airfields around the country 
where I learned basic flying skills and progressed to 
larger and more complicated airplanes until I finally 

got my flying wings at Moody Field in Valdosta, Geor- 
gia. _ : , 

I was next sent to Maxwell Air Force Base in Ala- 
bama where I would learn to fly the B-24 Liberator, 
the greatest bomber aircraft of the time. An aircraft, 
which thanks to American industrial capabilities, was 
produced during the war and came off the assembly 
line at the unbelievable rate of one plane per hour. _ 

It was quite the progression to go from a small 200 
hp, twin-engine plane to a 4800 hp four engines, 35- 
ton behemoth that was the B-24 Liberator. I studied 
over and over, every detail I could learn about that 
aircraft and its flying characteristics. I got to where I 
could fly it well and very comfortably as low as just a 
few feet off the ground...and I was doing this at the 
tender age of just 22. 

The bomber I flew was named the Louisiana Belle. 
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_ 4 WAS CERTAINLY not a hero,’ a humble Russell Er- 


ikson said in his keynote remarks at Quincy’s Veterans 
Day observance Nov. 11. ‘I was just a very good pilot. I 
served my country at a time when the world was in the 
middle of tremendous worldwide upheaval. Full-fledged 
combat raged in the oceans and on three major conti- 
nents. Personal liberty and freedom was in danger all 


over the world. America arose out of that conflict to help 
bring peace across our planet and in doing so to become _ 


_ off the road.

the most powerful and respected Nation on Earth.’ 


The name was assigned to her by the Crew Chief who 
kept her flying and not by any of us, in the crew, who 


_ flew her. However, coincidentally, the aircraft designa- 


tion letter on the tail. happened to be the letter E so I 
always contended it stood for “Erikson!” You can still 
see the Louisiana Belle today, as it is currently on dis- 
play, at Barksdale Air Force Base in Louisiana. 

I was then sent to Europe to serve the 8th Army Air 
Force, 14th Combat Wing, 44th Bombardment Group, 
68th Squadron based in England. If you have studied 
or read anything about the Army Air Force in Europe 
during World War II then you know that it had a very 
high casualty rate in terms of both personnel and air- 
craft. Because of that fact, aircrews were required to 
complete only 25 missions before ending their tour 
of duty and returning home. Not long after we got 
there, that 25 figure was raised to 30. missions. When 
my crew and I had survived 28 missions, the mission 
number to go home was raised to 35. My crew and I 
had flown 33 missions of those 35 missions when the 
war in Europe ended. 

It never ceases to amaze me just how much dam- 
age the B-24 could take and still stay in the air if you 
knew what you were doing. It was my job and objec- 


tive to complete those missions and bring the Louisi-. 
ana Belle, and my crew, back safely. Trust me when I. 


say, there was more than one occasion and more than 
one mission where that objective looked seriously in 


- doubt. We flew missions where the anti-aircraft fire 


over our targets ahead was so thick — it looked like 
we were about to land on a black top parking lot. Be- 
tween missions, when, we were-not flying, we would 
very often watch those amazing crew chiefs and their 
assistants as they worked day and night repairing our 
damaged planes. And believe me, rarely did any plane 
come back from a bombing mission undamaged. They 
were just an awesome group of dedicated mechanics. 

When we were flying, we lived a fairly comfortable 
life and if I ever have any doubts about that, I remind 
myself about a friend of mine who spent 39 straight 
days in combat, living in the same set of dirty clothes, 
eating cold K rations, moving from foxhole to foxhole 


- and sometimes removing a dead German soldier from 


a foxhole, so that he would not have to dig one again. 
I stand before you today as the only remaining living 
member of a very wonderful and outstanding group of 


~ young men with whom I flew. On our Hamburg mis- 


sion, Pat Conlon, who was my tail gunner, had the dis- 


tinction of being one of very few aviators credited with 


shooting down a German ME262, the world’s first jet 


fighter plane that was introduced by Germany towards 


the end of the war. A group of engineers at MIT de- 
- signed the very computing gun sight Pat used to shoot. 
down that jet. Pat would stay in the service and serve - 

- jn Korea. He would die early i in life owe some form of 


atomic poisoning. 
Ray Rydz was one helluva Badd flight engineer and 


- played no small part in our surviving many of those 


missions. He was in and out of VA hospitals: many 


times after the war, but the VA took good care of him 
_ and he died in his much later years. 


My bombardier, Jim Wright, lived a good life, too 


‘ after the war. He died a few years ago leaving $200,000 


to the 2nd Air Division Museum back in England. 


In one of our missions, we took part in the Battle 
_ of the Bulge and the liberation of Bastogne. When the 


skies cleared on Christmas Day, 1944, we were able 
to fly in and bomb the German troops below. We had 
some good times, too, when we flew. On one mission, 
we dropped supplies to the Allied troops as they crossed 
the Rhine River. What we did not know at the time, but 
would learn later, was that General Eisenhower had 
been observing the crossings from inside the top of a 
nearby church steeple at that very moment. After the 
supply drop, we along with another B-24 crew return- 

ing to base, flew along the German autobahn at 4 foot 


I was certainly not a hero. I was just a very aod 
pilot. I served my country at a time when the world

major continents. Personal liberty and freedom was in 
danger all over the world.

Our National Flag rose to become the symbol of 
freedom across the globe. It was our foot soldiers and 
sailors who carried that banner and planted it around 
the globe in the name of freedom. They deserve the 
highest praise for their efforts and I am proud to say 
that I, from the air, was their helper. We supported 
each other. We always have and we stilldo. — 

I am in awe of the men and women who wear 


America’s service uniforms today, as they carry-on, 


equally and proudly, America’s mission with the same 
pride and diligence as the predecessors. Our debt to 
America’s veterans is eternal. We are a great nation 


but we have never claimed to be perfect. The Ameri- 
can Flag and our National Anthem are our National — 
Symbols -of Hope and belief in Freedom and Equal- 


ity of life for all. The world has not. reached that level 
yet...and in a number of ways, neither have we. But 


these two symbols are also the enduring legacy and 
_ testimony to the sacrifices made by America’s veterans 


in the eternal pursuit of freedom and equality. [hate it 
when I see our flag or national anthem disrespected. It 
is absolutely the wrong thing to do as a chosen form of 


protest for anything in this country. It is a shortsighted 


and ignorant gesture that disrespects all Americans 
who have worn the uniform in defense of freedom and 
it disrespects their families as well. 

I have made it to the age where buying green banan- 
as may be a questionable purchase, so I thank the good 
Lord for every day he gives me and I thank him for all 


‘that he has given and blessed me with. I thank HIM 


for bringing the United States of America into exis- 
tence and for all the blessings he has bestowed upon 
this Nation. And while it might just be the lament of 
one little old man, I also ask him to help restore, in the 


hearts and minds of all American people, the dignity 


and respect for our National Symbols; to cherish their 
meaning and purpose and to never allow any diminish- 
ment of our honor and gratitude for the sacrifices made 
by America’s veterans.

tion. Wash items that have 
touched raw meat with 
warm soap and water, or 
place them in a dishwasher. 

¢ Cook the turkey until 
it reaches a minimum tem- 
perature of 165 °F, as mea- 


‘sured by a food thermom- 


eter. Check the turkey’s 
temperature by inserting the 
thermometer in. three plac- 
es: the thickest part of the 
breast, the innermost part of 
the thigh, and the innermost 
part of the wing. 

Cook stuffing in a casse- 
role dish to make sure it is 


horbnightly cooked. If you~ 


stuff the turkey, do so just 
before cooking. Use a food 
thermometer to make sure 
the stuffing’s center reaches 


165°F. Bacteria can sur- . 


vive in stuffing that has not 


reached 165°F, and possibly 


cause food poisoning. 
“Let the turkey stand 20 
minutes before removing all 


stuffing from the cavity and 


carving the meat. 

° Keep guests with sticky 
fingers out of the kitchen. 
Holidays occur during cold 
and flu season, which fur- 
ther compounds the fact 
that about half of all people 
have staph aureus bacteria 
on their hands, which can 
cause illness. 

Steps to follow when 
consuming leftover 
Thanksgiving food: 4 

¢ Refrigerate leftovers 
within two hours to prevent 
bacteria from growing on 
the food. Clostridium per- 


_ fringens is the second most 


common bacterial cause of 
food poisoning.

ber and December, and ap- 
pear to be related to Te 


‘meals. 


e Divide leftovers. into 


smaller portions. Refriger- 


‘ate or freeze in covered shal- 


low containers for quicker 
cooling. Store leftovers in 
shallow pans or containers 
to decrease cooling time, 
this prevents the food from 
spending too much time at 
unsafe temperatures (be- 
tween 41 °F to 135 °F). 

¢ Discard any turkey, 
stuffing, and gravy left out 
at room temperature longer 


than 2 hours; 1 hour in tem- . 


peratures above 90 °F. 

* Do not store stuffing 
inside a leftover turkey. Re- 
move the stuffing from the 
turkey, and refrigerate the 
stuffing and the meat sepa- 
rately. 


¢ Avoid consuming left- 


overs that have been left in 
the refrigerator for longer 
than 3 or 4 days. Use the 
freezer to store leftovers for 
longer periods of time. 

¢ Keep leftovers in a 
cooler with ice or frozen gel 


_packs if the food is traveling 
home with a guest who lives: 
more than two hours away. 

e If freezing leftovers, - 


use within 2 to 6 months for 
best quality.

eaten cold or reheated. 
’ Set the oven temperature 

no lower than 325 °F. 
¢ Reheat turkey to an in- 


“ternal temperature of 165 
' °F, Use a food thermometer 


to check the internal tem- 
perature. 

¢ To keep the turkey 
moist, add a little broth or 
water and cover. 

In the Microwave 
Oven: 

¢ Cover your food and ro- 
tate it for even heating. Al- 
low standing time. 

¢ Check the internal tem- 
perature of your food with a 
food thermometer for a full 
2 minutes to make sure it 
reaches a minimum of 165 
°F. 

Finally, be careful with 
eggs. Many eggnog recipes 
call for uncooked eggs; you 
need to use pasteurized eggs 
or cook the egg yolks to be 
sure you kill any potential 
salmonella bacteria. 

Eggs should be kept re- 
frigerated until ready for use 
and always cook egg prod- 
ucts to 160 degrees.

cent this year, according to 
the ‘district’s special educa- 
tion director Erin Perkins. 
Math proficiency went from 
29 percent to 54 percent. 

In math, Snug Harbor’s 
proficiency overall scores 
went from 29 percent to 54 
percent this year. | 

As a result of the increase 


in proficiency scores, Snug 


Harbor School went from 
a Level 3 to a Level 2 this 


year, meaning the school. 


is closing in on achieve- 
‘mént gaps. Schools and 
districts are categorized by 
the state from Level 5, the 


lowest where achievements 
gaps are not being closed 
to the highest of Level 1 


where proficiency is being 


achieved. 

‘Perkins said that achieve- 
ment scores for high needs 
students at the Bernazzani 
School increased from 66 


percent a year ago to 83 per- 


cent this year. Schoolwide, 
proficiency scores went up 
from 52 percent to 64 per- 
cent. 

“Last ‘year, we surpassed 
the high needs target,” she 
said. Ashes 

Perkins noted that no 
third-grade student at Ber- 


- nazzani fell into the warning 


category of this year’s ELA 
MCAS exam. ELA scores 
in advanced/proficient went 
up from 44 percent to 64 


_ percent and math increased 


from 51 percent to 71 per- 
cent. 

“The goal, as a district, is 
to improve student achieve-. 
ment;” she said. “We are 
working with the social and 
emotional aspects of our 
students.”

AG Announces ——s Prevention Grant

Attorney. General Maura 
Healey announced. a new 


statewide grant program 


meant to help boost opioid - 


prevention efforts for stu- 
dents during a recent visit to 
Quincy. 

Healey announced up to 
$500,000 in grants would be 
made -availablé to schools 
and community groups on 
Nov. 10 at the James R. 
McIntyre Government Cen- 

_ ter. The funding comes from 
CVS, which in September 
agreed to strengthen its poli- 
cies and procedures around 
the. dispensing of. opioids- 
and require pharmacy staff 
to check the state’s prescrip- 
tion monitoring program. 
Healey said more than 
1,700 died in Massachu- 
setts from opioid overdoses 
last year, and that number 
is expected to surpass 2,000 
this year. The attorney gen- 
eral said effective substance 
abuse programs can reduce 


the risk for addiction among 
young people. 

“We need to do a lot 
more when it comes to edu- 
cation and prevention, spe- 
cifically education and pre- 
vention for young people in 
schools,” she said. 

“T’ve just heard way too 
many stories from way too 
many people whose lives 
have been ruined,” Healey 
added later, “parents who’ ve 
quit work or taken time off 
work to care for a loved 
one, family members who 
sit worried everyday for that 
phone call to come wonder- 
ing what’s actually going to 
happen to their loved one, 
the young people who were 
prescribed opioids for sports 
injuries or for wisdom teeth 
removal that in no short 
amount of time found them- 
selves down the road to seri- 
ous addiction.

The PARCC is based on 
the national Common Core 
standards the state adopted a 
few years ago. 

The PARCC. exam is 
computer-based and is de- 
signed to better measure 


critical thinking. The state 
MCAS exam has been _ad- 
ministered each spring for 
the past 20 years. 

“The new test, informal- 
ly called ‘Next-Generation 
MCAS,’ will build upon the 
best aspects of the MCAS 
assessments that have served 
the Commonwealth well for 
the past two decades,” states 
the Department of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Educa- 


tion (DESE). “The test will 


include innovative items de- 
veloped by PARCC, along 
with new items specifically 


' created to assess the Mas- 


sachusetts learning  stan- 
dards.” 
According to the DESE, 


the original MCAS “was not 
designed to measure readi- 


ness for success in college or 
a career after high school.” 
The DESE states that 
the more than a third of the 
state’s public school gradu- 


ates. who attend the Com- © 


monwealth’s colleges and 
universities are placed in 
remedial courses. 

“The remedial rate is 
closer to 70 percent for two- 
year colleges,” states the 
DESE. “These courses often 
consume a student’s finan- 


’ cial aid, are not credit-bear- 


ing, and do not count toward 
graduation. Too often; these 
students do not graduate 
college on time or at all.”

In 1982, when I was

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SJC Sides With City On Adams Academy Suit 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
The state’s highest court 
on Tuesday ruled in favor of 


~ Quincy by upholding the dis- 


missal of a lawsuit that chal- 
lenged the 50-year lease of 
the Adams Academy -to the 


- Quincy Historical Society. 


James DeGiacomo, the 
trustee of the Adams Temple 
and School Fund, brought the 
lawsuit in 2014 challenging 


‘the. 50-year lease awarded 


by the-city in 1972 — when it 
was trustee of the fund — to 


- the Quincy Historical Soci- 


ety for the Adams Academy 
building: The Adams Temple 
and School Fund benefits the 
Woodward School, which 
was beneficiary a the fund in 
1953. 

Under terms of the lease, 


the society is responsible for 


upkeep of the building and 
pays $1,200 for rent to the 
trust fund annually. DeGia- 
como had argued the rent 
did not represent fair market 
value for the property. 


Francis X. Spina, an asso- 
ciate justice on the Supreme 
Judicial Court, sided with the 
city and granted a request for 
summary judgment in a ruling 
last year. Spina, in his 2015 


ruling, said a 1972 SJC find- . 


ing that approved the’ lease. 
settled the matter by finding 
no breach of its fiduciary duty 
to the fund. Spina based his 
ruling on the principle of res 


judicata, meaning the mat-~ 


ter had been adjudicated in a 
competent court previously 


and could not be re-litigated. 


DeGiacomo then appealed 
to the full SJC, contending 
the Woodward School was 
not a party to the 1972 litiga- 
tion and not precluded from 
bringing the new lawsuit. 

The SJC, in its ruling 
Tuesday, unanimously up- 
held Spina’s 2015 dismissal 


‘of the case. In its ruling, the 


court said Quincy took. the 
proper steps — including no- 
tifying the office of then At- 
torney General Robert Quinn 


_— before executing the lease. 


Under state law, the attorney 


_ general is tasked with repre- 


senting the beneficiaries of a 
public trust such as the Adams 
Temple and School Fund. - 
“With respect to the inter- 
est in maximizing the net in- 
come arising from the lease, 
the interests of the school 
and the attorney general were 
aligned and we must infer that 
the attorney general recog- 
nized his obligation to repre- 


sent the public interests served 
by the charitable trust,” Chief ~ 


Justice Ralph D. Gant wrote 
in the court’s ruling. — 
Mayor Thomas Koch wel- 
comed the court’s finding. _- 
“We are very pleased the 


state’s highest.court reviewed - 


what occurred here very care- 
fully and determined that city 
officials took the proper steps 
back in 1972,” he said in a 


~ statement. 


“The Quincy . Historical 
Society has maintained and 
enhanced the building we 


all know and love as Adams 
Academy for the past four 
decades. It would have been 
a grave injustice if the court 


had ruled for the trustee and . - 


Woodward School in this 
case. Adams Academy has. 
been. preserved as a: comer- 
stone of the rich, historical 
tradition in our city. Its pres- 
ence fulfills the desire of John 
Adams, who deeded this land 
and provided funds for the 
construction of this peueret 
structure.” 


Koch said he was review- . 


ing the decision with City So- 
licitor James Timmins — who 


_argued the case before the SJC 


— and intends to meet with 
Quincy Historical Society of- 
ficials in the near future. 
“This: site is an important 
part of our history, and an im- 
portant feature of our down- 
town,” the mayor stated. “We 
will continue to do all we can 
to preserve and allow for fu- 
ture generations to enjoy the + 
vision of John Adams.” 


Councillors Want More Time To Consider TOD Zoning

City councillors want ad- 


ditional time to consider new 
. zoning overlays that Mayor 


Thomas Koch has proposed 
to encourage transit-oriented 
development at three of Quin- 
cy’s MBTA stations. 

Koch in October intro- 


duced an amendment to the 


city’s zoning code that would 
create transit-oriented zoning 
districts at the North Quincy, 
Wollaston and Quincy Adams 
stations. The new transit-ori- 
ented zoning districts would 


be overlay districts, giving a 


developer the option of fol- 
lowing the new zoning rules 
or those already in place. 

The Quincy Center MBTA 
district would not be included 
in a new overlay. It is already 
in one of the new districts cre- 


_ ated for the redevelopment of 


the downtown. 

The transit-oriented dis- 
tricts would allow for taller 
buildings — up to 10 stories in 
height — at the three stations 
with less required parking 
than necessary under current 
zoning rules, and let develop- 


ers take advantage of shared 


parking arrangements. The 
new zoning rules would have 
a minimum lot size and mini- 


mum lot size per dwelling. 


unit, but no other dimensional 
requirements. The. Planning 
Board would be the special 
permit granting authority for 
all developments falling un- 
der the new zoning. 

The City Council met 
to review Koch’s proposed 
changes to the zoning code 
during a special session‘ on 
Nov. 10, but no vote was tak- 
en that night. 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain called for additional 
time to consider implement- 
ing the new zoning changes. 
Several residents expressed 
skepticism over the proposal 
during a public hearing earlier 
that evening, and Cain agreed 
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with their concern that more 
input would be needed. 


“I kind of agree — we heard - 


some public opinion tonight 
My once eemep dere oe 
fast,” he said. 

Additionally, Cain ques- 
tioned whether all three sta- 
tions should have the same 
zoning requirements. 

“T think it’s a good start, 
but I think there is a long way 
to go,” he said. “We're look- 
ing at three different, distinct 
neighborhoods within the city 


_of Quincy and trying to bun- - 


dle them into one document 
here, and I think we should 
actually be looking at those 
regions independently. - 

“T think however dense 
we’d like to consider the Wol- 
laston area or Quincy. Adams 
area or North Quincy T station 
parking lot should be thought 


of in different respects.” 


Councillor Joseph Finn 
said he was generally sup- 


- portive of the zoning overlays 


because they would allow for 
design guidelines for devel- 


opment that would otherwise - 


not be in place — the Planning 
Department. would be tasked 


- with crafting the guidelines © 


— but agreed with Cain’s con- 
cern about public input. 

“IT generally support this 
overlay ‘because...in order 
to develop this in a way that 
is consistent with what the 
community ‘wants to do, the 
only thing that’ refers them 
back: to that plan, is to have 
the overlay zoning in place,” 
Finn said. “However, the 
point Councillor Cain raises 


is a valuable one in terms of 


specifically input.” 
Chris Walker, a spokes- 


_man for the mayor, said Mon- 


day the administration looks 
forward to further discussion 
of the proposed changes. 
“We certainly appreciate 
the work the council has done 
on this issue to date,” Walker 
said. “We look forward to fur- 


ther discussion on this issue.” 


Residents had a chance to 


comment to comment on the 


proposed zoning overlays dur- 
‘ing a public hearing held im- 


mediately prior to the council 

meeting on the matter. 
Anita Kutasz, a resident 

of Grandview Avenue, said 


- she was not necessarily op- 


posed to idea, but had seri- 
ous questions about the pro- 
posal. Parking and traffic in 
her neighborhood, which is 
near the Wollaston station, is 


already problematic, Kutasz. 


stated, and would only get 
worse if future developments 


at the T station had less park- 


ing than currently required. 

“I know we’re supposed 
to be thinking about people 
who are not going to be hav- 
ing cars in this development; 
however, it’s not everyone,” 
she said. 

“Lifting the restrictions 
and making things more open 
for the developers in an area 
which is already overcrowd- 
ed seems quite, quite foolish. 
You’re going to haye more 


accidents, you’re going to 


have more anger, and I don’t 
believe it is in the best interest 
of Quincy as a whole.” 

John Rodophele of Gren- 
wold Road suggested several 
changes to the proposed. zon- 
ing rules at the three stations. 


They included making the . 


minimum lot size three acres 
— as originally proposed, the 
minimum size is five acres, 
but the Planning Department 
has recommended reducing 
it to one acre. Rodophele 
also suggested requiring one 
parking space per bedroom 
instead of residential unit, 


‘and increasing the minimum — 


lot area per dwelling unit to at 

least 500 square feet instead 

of 325 square feet. 
“The bottom line is that we 


have to look out for the peo-- 
ple who have lived here for-. 


ever,” Rodophele said. “It’s 


“really overcrowded; we can’t 


let them get too dense and we 
don’t want too many develop- 
ers on the same lot. It would 
be nice to have a master de- 
veloper on each station.” 


William Zamzow, who 


lives on Edgewood Circle, | 
noted the city held a series of 


public meetings while con- 
templating its plans for Quin- 
cy Center redevelopment, and 
said more public input would 
be needed for the transit-ori- 
ented zoning 1 rules. 

“Those are three of the 
largest remaining, fairly open 
pieces .of property in town 
left. We’ve got to make sure 
they’re right,” he said. “I 
don’t have a problem with

Heavy 
vegetation below the ice can 
cause inconsistencies in the 
thickness of the ice. Other 
factors that affect the ice 
includes temperature ~ and 
snow cover. Sailor’s Home 
Pond is a popular spot to ice 
skate, therefore it poses a 
serious risk to people falling 
through the ice. 

_ Although there is no 
ice on the pond during last 
week’s training, the basic 
principles of ice rescues 
are the same. Ice rescue 
drills are designed to en- 


force safety for the firefight- 


ers, to properly transport 
and deploy the ice rescue 
sleds, and train for effective 
communication - between 
the companies, dispatch, 


and communication to the 


person(s) being rescued.

Carb Free Cauliflower Stuffing

Freshly ground black pepper 
1/4 c. Freshly Chopped Parsley 
2 tbsp. chopped fresh rosemary 
1 tbsp. chopped fresh sage or 1. tsp. 
_ ground sage 
1/2 c. vegetable or chicken broth 


1. In a large skillet over medium heat, 
melt butter. Add onion, carrot, and celery 
and sauté until soft, 7 to 8 minutes.

Iron buildup in the liver 
causes cirrhosis, which esca- 
lates the chance of develop- 
ing cancer of the liver. For 
a number of people, com- 
plications may be the first 
sign of hemochromatosis. 
Conversely, not everyone 
with hemochromatosis will 
advance to complications. 

_ Health care providers uti- 


lize medical. and family his-' 


tory, a physical exam, and 
routine blood tests to diag- 
nose hemochromatosis or 
other conditions that could 
cause similar symptoms or 
complications. If blood tests 
show higher-than-average 
levels of iron in the body, 
health care providers can 
order a special blood test 
that can detect two copies 
of the C282Y mutation to 
substantiate the diagnosis. 
If the mutation is not pres- 


ent, health care providers . 


will search for other causes. 
Your doctor may perform a 
liver biopsy, a procedure that 
involves taking a piece of

Hemochromatosis is rare, 
and health care providers 
may not consider testing for 
this disease. Therefore, the 
disease is frequently not di- 
agnosed or treated. The pre- 
liminary symptoms can be 
varied, inexplicit, and com- 
parable to the symptoms of 
numerous other diseases. 
However, if diagnosed and 
treated -before organ dam- 
age has ensued, a person 
can expect to live a normal, 
healthy life. Experts recom- 
mend testing for hemochro- 
matosis in people who have 
symptoms, complications, 
or a family history of. the 
disease. 

The treatment for hemo- 
chromatosis is drawing 
blood. This process is called 
phlebotomy. Phlebotomy 
purges the body of extra 
iron. This treatment is sim- 
ple, inexpensive, and safe. « 

Based on the severity of 
the iron overload, a patient 
may have phlebotomy to re- 


move a pint of blood once - 


or twice a week for several 
months to a year, and oc- 
casionally longer. Health 
care providers will test se- 
rum ferritin levels periodi- 
cally to monitor iron levels. 
Once phlebotomy reduces 
serum ferritin levels to the 
preferred _ concentrations, 
patients may require main- 


tenance eae treat- 
ment every few months. 

Iron is a vital nutri- 
ent found in many foods. 
Healthy “people generally. 
absorb less than 10 percent 
of iron in the food they eat. — 


‘Those with hemochromato- 


sis absorb up to 30 percent 
of that iron. People with 
hemochromatosis can help 
avert an iron overload by: 

° eating only modest 
amounts of iron-rich foods, 
suchas red meat and organ 
meat _ : 

° avoiding supplements 
that contain iron By
